ARTICLE I. MEMBERSHIP 

Sec. 1. Members. Membership in the corporation shall be 
open to any persons, firms or organizations who shall share in 
the purposes and the objectives of this corporation. 

Sec. 2. Membership Certificate. Each member of the cor- 
poration shall be entitled to a membership certificate signed 
by the president or a vice-president and attested by the secre- 
tary certifying his membership in the corporation. The form of 
membership certificate shall be prescribed by resolution of the 
board of directors. 

Sec. 3. Membership Dues. Any person desiring to become a 
member of this corporation shall make application to the board 
of directors. Dues for the membership shall be fixed by resol- 
ution of the board of directors from time to time. 

ARTICLE II. MEETINGS OF MEMBERS 

Sec. 1. Place of Meeting. Meetings of the members of the 
corporation shall be held in such place as may be specified in 
the respective calls, notices or waivers of notice thereof. 

Sec. 2. Quarterly Meetings. Meetings of the membership of 
Ges, Weise shall be held at least quarterly at such times 


and places as shall be specified in the calls, notices or waivers 
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of notice of meetings. 

Sec. 3. Annual Meetings. An annual meeting of the member- 
Ship of the corporation for the election of directors and trans- 
acting of other business as May properly come before the meeting, 
shall be held each year during the month of August on a convenient 
Saturday. 

Sec. 4. Special Meetings. Special meetings of the member- 
ship may be called by the president or by the board of directors. 
Sec. 5. Notice of Meetings. Written notice naming the 

place, day and hour of the meeting of the membership, and the 
purpose for which the meeting is called, shall be delivered or 
mailed by the registrar of the corporation, or by the president 
or the person calling the meeting, to each member entitled to 
vote at such meetings, at the address which appears in the re- 
cores of the corporation, at least 10 days before the date of 
the meeting. 

Sec. &6. Waiver of Notice. Notice of a meeting may be waived 
in writing by a4 member if the waiver sets forth in reasonable de- 
tail the time and place of meeting and the purpose thereof. At- 
tendance at a meeting shall constitute a waiver of notice of the 
meeting. 

Sec. 7. Voting Rignts. A member in good standing shall be 
entitled to one vote at the election of directors or any subject 


submitted to the meeting of the memoership. 


Sec. ¢. Guorum. At a meeting of the membership, 20% of 


che menoers wnao are entitlec to vote on the business to be trans- 
acted at the meeting shall constitute a quorum and a majority 
Voce OF The quorum snrall be necessary for the transaction of any 
Oesiness Or tne Meeting, uniess a greater number is reguired by 
law, tne Articles of Incorporation, or by this Code of By-Laws. 

Sec. 9. Conduct of Meetings. The order of business at all 
Meetings of the corporation shall be as follows: 


2. Call to orcer by the president and opening prayer. 


3. Reading of Minutes of previous meeting. 


5. Unriaished business; reports of committees. 


7. vrogran. 


8. Aajournment with prayer. 


ARTICLE III. SOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Sec. 1. Number and Qualification. The business and affairs 


or the corporation shall be managed by the board of directors and 
officers who shali be seven (7) in number. The directors shall 
be members in good standing. 

Sec. 2. Elections. Members of the initial board of direc- 
tors shall hold office until the first annual meeting of members, 


and until their successors are elected and qualified. At the 


first annuai Meeting of memoers, and at each annual meeting there- 
arter, the members shail elect directors to hold office until the 
mEXct Succeeding annual meeting. Each director shall hold office 
tor the term for wnich he is elected and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 


Sec. 3. Vacancies. Any vacancy in the board of directors 


caused py death, resignation or otherwise, except by increase in 
the number of directors, shall be filled by a majority vote of 
thie memoership. Vacancies on the board of directors occasioned 
oy an increase in the number of directors shall be filled by a 
vote or the members at an annual or special meeting. 


Sec. 4. Annual Meetincs. The board of directors shall meet 


each year foilowing the annual meeting of the membership for the 
Surpose ot organization, and consideration of any other business 
wnich may be brought berore the meeting. No notice shall be 
necessary fcr the annual directors meeting. 

Sec. 5. Special Meetings of Board of Directors. Other meet- 
ings of the board of Girectors may be held regularly pursuant to 
& resolution of the board or may be held upon the call of the 
eresident or any two members of the board, within 24 hours' notice 
Spéecirying a time and place and the general purpose of the meeting 
Given to each cGirector, eitner by mail, in person or by telephone. 
Notice shall not be necessary for any regular meeting. Attendance 


at &@ Meeting shall constitute waiver of notice of such meeting. 


Sec. €. Gucscrum. A majority of the whole board of directors 
ma. be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
Dusiness, except the filling of vacancies, and the acts of the 
majority Oz the directors present at a meeting at which a quorum 
is present shali be tne act of the board of directors, unless a 
Greater number is reguired by law, the Articles of Incorporation, 
or tnese By-Laws. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 
Sec. 1. Officers ard Qualifications Therefor. Each officer 
of the corporation must also be a member of the board of directors. 
The officers or the corporation shall consist of a president, a 
vicc-president, a recording secretary, an historical secretary, 
a creasurer, a registrar anc a custodian, and such assistant offi- 
cers as the board of directors shall designate. 


Sec. 2. Term or Cffice. Each officer of the corporation 


shail Se elected annuaiiy by the membership at their annual 
meeting and shail hold office for the term of one year and until 
his successor is duly eiectec and qualified. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in an 
office of the corporation for any reason, the vacancy shall be 
tilled by the membership at a special meeting or annual meeting, 
and any officer so elected shall hold office until the next 


annual meeting and until his suc- 


cessor is Guly eiected and qualified. 

Sec. 4. Removal. Any officer of the corporation may be re- 
moved at the pleasure of the membership when a majority of the 
membership shall vote in favor of removal. 

ARTICLE V. POWERS AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Sec. 1. Presicent. The duties of the president shall be to 
preside at all membership and executive board meetings. The presi- 
Gent shall be an ex-officio member of any committee which shall be 
established. The president as the chief executive officer shall 
represent the association with governmental, civic organizations 
ana the news media. 

Sec. 2. Vice-Presicent. The vice-president shall assist 
the president and act as the president in all matters in the ab- 
sence of the president. 

Sec. 3. Recording Secretary. The recording secretary shall 
keep a record of all meetings, handle correspondence, and read the 
Minutes at the next meeting for the approval of the members present. 

Sec. 4. Historical Secretary. The historical secretary shall 
collect in manuscript form the reports and papers read at all meet- 
ings; shall edit and publish them at five year intervals as the 
Reports and Pavers of the Association. 

Sec. 5. Treasurer. The treasurer shall keep a record of all 
receipts and disbursements of the corporation and shall report to 


the membership. 


Sec. 6. Registrar. The registrar shail be resvonsible sor 


maintaining a list of members and of notifying all members or 
meetings as scheduled. 


Sec. 7. Custodian. The custodian shall be responsible for 


tre care anc safety of ail artifacts, books, pamphlets, memencoes, 
etc., belonging to tne association. 
LBAcICLE VI. COMMITTEES 
The president cf the corporation may appoint at any special 
or regular meeting such special committees which might seem ce- 
‘ 
Ssixveable with the consent of the members present. The president 
snail. appoine a4 nominating committee which shall provide a slate 
of officers and boarc members for consideration of the membership 
at the annual meeting. 
ARTICLE VII. AMENDMENTS 
These By-Laws may be aiterec, amended, or repealed at any 
regular meeting of the board of directors, or at any special meet- 
nag or the board of directors called for that purpose, but only 


by a majority vote of the board of directors.
